Changing Japan. 

The news that the Emperor of Japan 
has sanctioned the engagement of the Crown 
Prince Hiroshito-to Princess Nagako gives 
further evidence of the fact that the “ un- 
changing East” is coming rapidly into 
line with Western ideas. Last year the 
young Crown Prince precipitated a political 
crisis in Japan by announcing that he pro- 
posed to marry the second daughter of 
Prince Kunivoshi. For thirteen hundred 
years five hereditary noble families have 
claimed the exclusive right of providing 
the bride of the Heir Apparent, and the 
Crown Prince's choice did not belong to 
any of them. [is proposal of marriage 
resulted immediateiy ir the resignation of 
Prince Yamagata, who then was President 
of the Privy Couneil and chief of the Elder 
Statesmen. The Mikado refused at first to 
give his consent to the engagement, but 
tlhe Crown Prince was equally firm in his 
aetermination to marry the girl whom he 
loved. A deadlock was reached, which 
was broken by an artivi expedient. Some 
of the leading public men in Japan made 
a pilgrimage to the shrine of the late 
Emperor Meiji, the Crown Prince's grand- 
father, and sought his advice in the 
matter. Fortunately, the spirit of the 
famous old Mikado displayed unexpected 
breadth of mind, with the result that the 
present Emperor relented and has given 
his blessing to the Crown Prince and his 
bride to be. 


To sneer at modern art as compared 
with ancient art is a sport especially 
popular among those who are “ socially 
interested “" in.art. [he repovi of the In- 
dustrial Art Committee of the Federation 
of British Industries strikes a different 
note. ‘The Federation admits frankly 
that, “owing to the predominance ol 
machine production, the touch of the 
master craiisman has been lost.’’

In 
order to assure that commercial designers 
shall know “the bricks and mortar’’ of 
their art (as Rudyard Kipling has styled 
it) the Committee recommends that they 
shall serve an apprenticeship in the in- 
dustry which they purpose to beautify. 
The Committee urges also that this 
apprenticeship shall followed by .train- 
ing under teachers of the applied aris, and 
advises that the student shall have 
access to a fine collection of the best pro- 
aucts of his craft, ancient and modern, 
local and foreign. _In view of Germany's 
success in uniting art and industry, it is re- 
freshing to find that British manulacturers 
are taking the matter in hand.

THE NORTHERN GRANTS. 

In the Northern Parliament yesterday, on a 
vote for £750,000 in respect of grants to local 
authorities in connection with criminal injuries, 
Sir James Craig said that they had been faced 
with the fact that large sums were. being de- 
manded all over the six counties for criminal 
loss sustained through murders, — eto. 

An arrangement was come to by the Ímperial 
Government with the Provisional Government 
in Southern Ireland to set, up a commussion to 
inquire into all the cases that had arisen where 
compensation was claimed, and the suggestion 
was thrown out that they m Northern Ireland 
should have a similar.commission. He ‘pointed 
out to the. Imperial Government that in Ulster 
the Courts were running, and that all the claims 
already heard had been thoroughly investigated, 
and that they were in a position to know 
exactly where they stood for ihe period for 
which the grant was made. 

He also pointed out to the Chancellor of ihe 
Exchequer that the horrors which filled their 
daily papers were quite sufficient withont hav- 
ing a rehash of all t sordid happenings, and 
having the harrowing details again served up for 
relatives and friends, and where the passions of 
the people were sufficiently high already. They 
both came to the conclusion that it would be 
better to take a hard and fast sum from the 
Imperial Government, approximating two-thirds 
of the whole of the claims, than to have a com- 
mission sitting from month io month, and in 
the end not dealing with them so generously as 
they were doing under this grant. 

The first moiety of the arent of £750,000 
had already been Todgea to their credit, and a 
similar amount of ,000 would be lodg 
their credit on Ist June, 1923. 

With regard to the malicious injuries that 
were taking place, many of those crimes were 
directly ated with criminal organisations 
in the South, and they were looking therefore 
for somewhat similar treatment in the future 
to that which had been meted out to them in 
the past. They were really grateful to the 
Chancellor of the British Exchequer for the 
generous way in which he had met them.

The measure, which was introduced by Sir 
Alfred Mond, arises out of one of the recor- 
mendations of the Geddes Committee, and 
dealg with certain supplementary special grauts 
paid by the Exchequer, which are m addition 
to the statutory. grant The 
bill proposed that the total 
grants, which amount to £1,800,000 
should, apart from the Women’s : 
Fund, which was to be abolished, charged 
as from April Ist last, to the Benefit Fund oí 
approved secieties, until December Slat, 1925, 
when the existing contract with the medical 
profession will end. ; 

Mr. Cautley moved an amendment to Claute 
I., with the object of putting the additional 
charge upon the Central Fund instead of upon 
the Benefit Fund. 


Sir Alfred Mond ‘poistted out that the Central 
Fund existed for the purpose of guararteemg 
assistance to societies which fell into a 
deficiency. He. could not possibly accept the 
amendment, because the fund was quite me 
sufficient to pay the money, and would be !eft 
with a deficiency of one-and-a-half milhons, the 
amouit recuired heing £3,420,000 In this 
matter he could not ignore the advice tendered 
to him by the Government actuaries. and a 
very representative consultative council, 

In the ensuing discussion Mr. Bromfield and 
other members expressed grave fears that if 
this money were taken from the Benefit Fund 
some of the smaller societies might not be in 
a position to give the extra benefits, and it was 
urged that the Contingency Fund, which has 
been accumulating during the past three years, 
should be resorted to in conjunction with the 
Central Fuad. 

Sir Alfred Mond pointed out that the Com 
tingeney Fund bad been transferred to” the 
Benefit a which now had, a surplus of 
thirteen wWions, and could well afford to bear 
this additional charge. He was assured by the 
Government actuaries that none of the addi- 
tional benefits would be affeeted if this money 
were taken from the Benefit Fund. The Go. 
vernment's proposa! would make no difference 
to members of approved societies, but it was 
essential to the financing of the National Health 
Insurance. | 

On a division the amendment was carried 
against the Government by. 20 votes to 14, 

The announcement of the figures was greeted 
with Opposition cheers, mingled with laughter. 

Sir Alfred Mond at once moved the adjourn- 
ment of the debate, in order to give the Go- 
vernmenht time to consider the position. He 
added that it might be necessary to withdraw 
the bill altogether. >

PLUCKY CONSTABLES, - 
\ WELL-AIMED TRUNCHEON, 


ATTEMPT TO SEIZE VAN. 
MURDERERS’ DESPERATE FIGHT. 


A vanmau told a reporter that about half 
way down Ebury street he saw two men with 
revolvers in their hands. One had two 
weapons and they were both ‘firing at the 
police and civilians who followed them. “One 
vf the two men was a big burly fellow and the 
other, a shorter man, appeared to have a limp. 
As they neared my van the men made a rush 
and one jumped up to me as I drove, though 
the horses were still moving, and hit me on 
the cheek with the butt-end of his revolver. 
The other man was trying to clamber on the 
back of the van. 

_ “This gave the detectives their chance. They 
jumped: on the little man and over-powered 

im, and the big man, coming to the rescue 
of the smaller one, the police tackled him and 
somebody knocked him down with a blow on 
the head. The two men were then removed 
to Gerald road police station, which is only 
about two hundred yards away. 

“The big man fought like a wild cat, 
although he was bleeding freely from the head, 
but the smaller man did not put up much 
resistance. After the big man had hit me 
he tried to pull me down, and then went round 
to the other man’s rescue.” 

A. man who was working in Eaton place at 
the time of the assassination told a Central 
News representative that as Sir Henry left his 
car & man, who was standing in the middle 
of the road, fired a shot, and another was fired 
by a man who was standing at the corner of 
the square, only a door or two away from the 
Field-Marshal’s residence. One of the shots 
struck the panel of the door. Sir Henry 
ducked, and so the first shots missed him. 

He turned round to face his assailants. and 
two more shots were fired, one striking him in 
the chest and the other in the head. Sir 
Henry made a desperate effort to open thé 
door of his house, but staggered back down the 
Steps and fell unconscious on the kerb. The 
man standing in the roadway seemed to have 
been sheltering behind a horsed brougham, but 
this vehicle mysteriously vanished as soon as the 
firing began. Both assailants started to run, 
followed by men at work repairing the road- 
way and the police. 

A member of the household of Lord Channing, 
whose house is two doors away from Sir Henry 
Wilson's, said—‘*I was sitting in the house 
when I heard shots in the street. I rushed out. 
People wére running, and shouting ‘ Murder!’ 
and “Stop thief!’ [I saw two men -hurrying 
towards Soyth Eaton place, followed by police- 
men and civilians, 

“1 turned my attentions to poor Sir Harry, 
who, in fuil uniform, with his medals attached 
to his tunic, was lying on the pavement, bleed- 
ing badly from the mouth and chest. I saw 
clearly that he was quickly dying. 

“I helped to. carry him into he house, but 
I believe he died on the war.” 

Miss Grant, daughter of Mr. J. A. Grant, 
M.P., who lives at the oppesite corner. of 
Belgrave place, said— “ After the shootin my 
father went out and saw Sir Henry Wilson 
lying on the gronnd. He assisted to take him 
into the house. and then went for « doctor, who 
quickly arrived. After an examination he said 
that he thought death must have been practi- 
oally instantaneous.”

Sir Henry Wilson, before quoting Kipling’s 
lines, said—‘‘ It is always a proud duty for one 
soldier to talk about other soldiers. We 
soldiers count as our gains our losses, This 
tablet commemorates some twelve or thirteen 
hundred men who fell in doing their duty. In 
doing what they thought was right they paid 
the penalty.”

speaking with evident emotion, said—I was

(Cheers.) As soon as [ came down to the House 
I heard, as oiher hon. members may have 
heard, tidings of the most terrible nature 
affecting this House—the death and the murder, 
as | am afraid it must be called, of the gallant 
soldier who was one of the great figures of the 
war, and who, though only recently elected a 
member of the House, already possessed in a 
high degree ite esteem and affection. (Cheers.) 
I aaa: thecetnee. like to ask the Leader of 
the House if he has any exact information as 
to the circumstances of this appalling tragedy. 
Mr. Chamberlain, who was also deeply 
affected, and at one point overcome, replied as 
follows:—My information is imperfect; but I 
will give the House all that I have. No. 36 
Eaton place was broken into by two men, both 
now in custody—(cheers)—<carrying firearms. 
Sir Henry Wilson. the occupier, was shot dead, 
and, as far as can be ascertained, three police 
constables have been shot. 
I have not. been able to ascertain since I 
heard the news what is the condition of the 
police constables, who, I suppose, were shot in 
effecting the arrest of the muderers. I can only 
hope that their injuries may not be mortal. 
My right hon. friend opposite has spoken with 
emotion of: the loss which the country has 
sustained of one of the men who contributed 
most powerfully to our success in the: late war, 
who for his services received the thanks of ‘this 
House a comparatively short time ago, and who 
since then has become a member of our body, 
and has shown himself róssessed of first-class 
Parliamentary qualities. (Hear, hear.) 
I have been honoured by his friendship for 
many years (at this point Mr. Chamberlain 
paused for some seconds before he was able to 
continue), and I think that every member 
of the House who rémemberéd his great career 
elsewhere, who had welcomed him here and 
had listened to him, will feel with me that 
this is not only a national, but for us of the 
House of Commons, a persona! tragedy. (Oheers.) 

I believe it will be the general wish of the 
House, precedent notwithstanding, that in the 
special circumstances of this case, as a mark 
of our profound respect for our colleague, and 
of our deep sympathy with his widow, that the 
House should adjourn.

A NATIONAL LOSS. 


When the House of Lords met. yesterday 
Lord Carson asked the Government whether it 
was true that Field-Marshal Sir Henry Wilson 
had been shot in Eaton place and dangérously 
wounded, and whether the Government could 
give the House any further information regard- 
ing the circumstanees, and whether any arrest 
had taken "place.

AT THE STAFF COLLEGE. 


From 1907 to 1910 he was Commandant at the 
Staff College at a most critical time in British 
military history: While he was in command 
there Sir Henry Wilson never ceased to impress 
on the young officers who passed through his 
hands the reality of the German menace, at

Upon leaving the College, 
where he was. succeeded by. Sir. Wiliam 
Robertson, he became Director . of Military 
Opervtions at Army Headquarters. 

Then .it waa.that some of his greatest work 
was done. He knew that Germany was getting 
ready for a sudden blow, and was one of the few 
Britons who .recognised that the British Army 
would be required to fight on the Continent of 
Europe in defenee ef Belgium and France: “He 
always was an enthusiastic cyclist, and used his 
hobby to acquaint himself with every square 
inch of the ground on which so many decisive 
battles were to be fought. He cycled all along 
the Belgian and French frontiers, picking u 
the most, valuable information as he alled 
his way from place to place. He was arrested 
on several occasions, and in this way, too, he 
gy some useful knowledge. 

t was on,one of these tours, by the way, 
that Sir Henry Wilson first got to know Marshal 
Foch, who in those days was a person of no 
account. But Sir Henry Wilson seems to have 
had an almost uncanny inetinct for military 
affairs, and he 7 realised that Foch was a 
coming man. The two officers struck up an 
intimate friendshir, and although the French. 
man at the beginning did not take the 
Trishman’s fears of a German attack on Belgium 
very seriously, Sir Henry Wilson's earnestness 
finally converted him, and many of the plans 
which ultimately won the war were hammered

DR. RATHENAU’S PROTEST. 
BERLIN, Thursdays. 

In the Reichstag: to-day, Dr. Kathenau, the 
Foreign Minisier, said -the creation of the 
Rhineland, as a “buffer State” would be a 
violation of the Versailles Treaty. The German 
Government would supply the Allied Govern- 
ments with proof that the measures demanded 
would entail serious economic damage upon the 
territory concerned and diminish Germany's 
economic productive capacity. 

The German Government did not doubt bw 
that the explanations which it would openly and 
honestly give would induce the Allies to re- 
nOunce their unjustified demands. 

With regard to the Saar territory, the 
Minister. said that the land was German and 
the inliabitants were German. Its ¢ dministra- 
tion was in the hands of the League of Nations. 
The mines were the property of the French 
State and the Customs system was French. This 
state of thing’ led in practice to almost in. 
soluble difficulties, and the economic life of the 
land was uthappy. 

The Iniperial Govetnment, in consequence of 
all this, had made repeated protests to the 
League.of Nations, but up to the present with- 
out result. The Government could not conceal! 
from itself the impression that its protests had 
i received from the League the consideration 
which they merited. 

The Government Commission had proposed to 
the Imperial Government to agree to France 
undertaking to look after the interests of the 
German inhabiiants in the Saar districts, not 
only in foreign territory, but also in Germany 
itself. The Imperial Government, however, had 
made the most emphatic protest, against this 
on the ground that the Saar territory, so far 
as Germany was concerned, was not foreign 
territory. 

For the Saar population the German Govern- 
ment must do its very utmost, hoping for the 
day when the reunion would be openly accom- 
plished.—(Reuter.)

UNBEARABLE BURDENS. 


Mr. Keogh said that wages costs at present 
were heavier than the industry could béar, due 
partly to high rates .and y to ex 
numbers employed owing to the 8-hours day re- 
striction. 

So far there had been little attempt made te 
adjust wages on aneconomic basis since the war. 
The cost of necessaries of life was inflated 
owing to the payment of uneconomic wages in 
many industries. Colliers were receiving only 
20 per cent. more than pre-war, while the cost 
of living was now 80 per cent. higher. 

Mr. Johnscn said that it was unfortunate 
that the terrible degradation of the miners 
should be suggested as an example to be fol- 
lowed by the railways. 

Mr. Keogh said that he Was not suggesting 
that for a moment. He used that instance 
merely in support of the argument that the ab- 
solute refusal of the railwaymen even to con- 
sider seriously the question of wages reductions 
was not a position that they ought to take mp. 
He did not think that they could ever get the 
eost of living down by seeking to Impose upon 
the railway companies the obligation of carry- 
ing goods at less than a reasonable cost. ' 
Mr. Bagwell, general manager of the Great 
Northern Railway, said that, comparing Eng- 
iand and Ireland, the former was a country of 
big towns. Everything there was done on a 
big seale. The man that became a millionaire 
was not the person that had the largest margin 
of profit, but the person that had the largest 
turn-over. Usually the concern that had the 
greatest turn-over sold its goods at the smallest 
profit. i 

Lord Justice O'Connor said that in this 
country there were a large number of small 
shops, the owners of which had to make a 
large profit to pay their way. 

Mr. Bagwell—‘they have to get that profit 
some way. In other countries where there are 
no big towns the same conditions do not ob 
tain. The reason for that, he thought, was 
that this country was run on lines sufficiently 
expensive tor a much richer country. 

EFFICIENCY VY. CHEAPNESS, 

Mr. Keogh said that it paid the trader better 
io have a really up-to~<date service, although the 
cost would be greater, than to be badly served 
at a low price. The scheme of the 1921 Act 
gave a good deal of power to the traders in 
settling the classification of merchandise and 
the actual rates to be charged, while protecting 
the shareholders by providing that the total 
revenue to be raised should be sufficient for all 
purposes, including the provision of dividends. 

A code on similar lines was required for lre- 
land. The very small lines could not be put 
right merely by adjusting charging powers. 
Outside assistance would have to be provided. 

For the larger railways, the difliculies of the 
financial position could largely be met by a 
suitable adjustment of fares and rates, and the 
problem was how that adjustment could be 
made so that the essential revenue should be 
raised with a minimum of detriment to the

‘. DESCRIPTIONS PUBLISHED. 

New Scotiand Yard are anxious to obtain 
further parwioulars concerning the two men who 
have been atrested in connection with the 
murder of Sir Henry Wilson. With the object 
of obtaining this information the following de- 
scription is issued concernmg the men under 
arrest >—

PARIS, Thursday. 

The impression produced in Paris by the 
first laconic telegram announcing the assassin- 
ation of Field-Marsha!
